The presumption of 
innocence becomes no more than 
a vague shadow in the case of 
administrative agencies which 
are empowered to make and 
enforce their own regulations.

facie case which, if not overcome 
by 
contradictory 
evidence 


produced by the accused citizen, 
is sufficient to establish guilt in 
the mind of the agency. In 
agency activities, the burden of 
proving innocence is on the 
accused. In a court of law, the 
burden is on the government to 
prove guilt.

Without Immunity

The jurors, composing 


the fourth official body to in- 
vestigate the raid, were sched- 
uled to reconvene this after- 
noon. It was not known whether 
Hanrahan, who had 
refused 


earlier, would appear. 


A source close to the proceed- 


ings, which began last Decem- 
ber, said Hanrahan was "re- 
quested to testify if he signed 
an immunity waiver." Under 
law, the source said, if a per- 
son who is a target of investi- 
gation is called before the 
grand jury and has not signed 
the immunity waiver, he is im- 
mune from prosecution or in- 
dictment for any of the matters 
on which his testimony touches. 


The special grand jury was 


sworn in last Dec. 7. It is the 
second Cook County Grand jury 
empaneled to investigate the 
predawn raid in which Fred 
Hampton, Illinois chairman of 
the Black Panthers, and Mark 
Clark, a party organizer from 
Peoria, were shot to death. 


The first county grand jury 


indicted seven other persons in 
the apartment on charges of at- 
tempted 
murder, 
but 
the 


charges later were dropped by 
Hanrahan. 
He said 
the

dictments were based, in part, 
on 
erroneous 
ballistics evi- 


dence. 


A federal grand jury, in a re- 


port issued May 15, said police 
had fired 82 to 99 shots into the 
West Side apartment while only 
one shell was identified as hav- 
ing been fired by occupants of 
the apartment. 


Neither the federal grand 


jury nor a coroner's jury re- 
turned indictments. 
The re- 


port of the current grand jury's 
action appeared in the Sunday 
editions of three neighborhood 
Lerner newspapers and was at- 
tributed to "reliable sources."

Jr. as a coconspirator.

Court Does 
a Switch on 
Killing Case 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas Supreme Court did a 
turnabout today and affirmed 
the second-degree murder con- 
viction of Maybell Rooks. 


Mrs. Rooks was convicted last 


May 1 in the Oct. 2, 1969 shot- 
gun shooting of her husband, 
Marvin, in the backyard of their 
home near Bay. 


Several weeks ago, the high 


court reversed her conviction 
and 21-year prison sentence. 


Mrs. Rooks, who pleaded in- 


nocent, testified that she fired 
the shot in self-defense as her 
husband, after threatening her 
life, advanced upon her in an 
intoxicated condition. 


The state presented the testi- 


mony of a police officer who 
said, however, that while in 
custody Mrs. Rooks said that 
her husband was walking or 
running away when she pulled 
the trigger. 


The Supreme Court had held 


that the introduction of the of- 
ficer's testimony violated the 
woman's rights since she was 
without legal counsel at the 
time of the remark, but on re- 
hearing requested by the state 
attorney general's office the 
court changed its mind in light 
of subsequent rulings by the 
United State Supreme Court. 


On Feb. 24 of this year, the 


U.S. Supreme Court ruled that 
even though procedural require- 
ments have not been met, the 
statement of a defendant while 
in custody may be used to im- 
peach the defendant's testimony 
in court. That ruling said, how- 
ever, that such a statement in 
custody could not be presented 
in court as part of the state's 
basic case. 


"Therefore, in the case at 


bar, we hold that it was per* 
missible for the state to test the 
credibility of Mrs. Rooks' trial 
testimony by cross-examination 
and by the rebuttal testimony of

Attack on 
S. Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) - The enemy 


doubled his attacks in South 
Vietnam over the weekend and 
inflicted heavy losses on the 
South Vietnamese and their 
American allies. One attack 
early today wrecked the big- 
gest ammunition dump in the 
central part of the country for 
the third time since January. 


Communiques and field re- 


ports said at least 49 South 
Vietnamese were killed, 168 
were wounded and more than 
100 houses were destroyed in 
attacks since Saturday. The 
casualties included five civil- 
ians killed and 56 wounded. 


The U.S. Command reported 


seven Americans killed, three 
missing, and 60 wounded. Two 
U.S. heavy duty bulldozers, two 
Sheridan tanks, one armored 
personnel carrier, a UH1 heli- 
copter and an F4 Phantom 
fighter-bomber were lost. 


Only 54 North Vietnamese 


were reported killed. 


The attacks were concen- 


trated in the Mekong Delta 
south of Saigon and along a 300- 
mile stretch of the coastal low- 
lands from Cam Ranh to Da 
Nang. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported 54 "enemy-in- 
itiated incidents" between 6 
a.m. Sunday and 6 a.m. Mon- 
day, the highest number this 
month and more than double 
the average of 24 a day earlier 
in April.

The story established a warm 
relationship between the senior 
Cartwright and the youngster, 
but the basic plot was an ac- 
ceptable variation of TV's 
hybridized Western form.

Rebels in E. 
Pakistan 
Avoid Fight

CALCUTTA, India (AP) - 


The "Provisional Government 
of Bangla Desh," the leaders of 
the rebellion in East Pakistan, 
has ordered its forces to avoid 
set battles with the Pakistani 
army and to launch instead an 
underground 
guerrilla cam- 


paign, authoritative sources re- 
ported today. 


In an attempt to prevent 


Maoist extremists taking over 
the guerrilla movement, lead- 
ers of the fight are urging Aw- 
ami league politicians who fled 
to India to return to East Pa- 
kistan to lead the battle. 


It is one month since Presi- 


dent Agha Mohammed Yahya 
Khan's troops went into action 
against Sheik Mujibur Rah- 
man's Awami league and the 
Bangla Desh movement seeking 
independence from the West 
Pakistanis who dominate the 
central government. 


Reinforced mainly by air to a 


strength in the region of 70,000, 
Yahya Khan's tough Punjabi 
troops have seized most of East 
Pakistan's key towns and terro- 
rized much of the country. 


Most Bangla Desh units ran 


at the first crump of a mortar 
shell. 


West of the Padma River, 


which cuts the province in two, 
resistance has crumbled every- 
where before the army's supe- 
rior fire power. 
Several thou- 


sand secessionist troops took 
refuge across or close to the In- 
dian border. Members of the 
provisional 
government pro- 


claimed the independence of 
Bangla Desh in the shade of a 
mango grove a few yards from 
Indian territory, appealed for 
foreign aid and recognition, 
then quietly made their way to 
safety in Calcutta.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Rev. 


Francis Wellford Hobble, 49, 
pastor of the Second Presbyter- 
ian Church, is concerned that 
his generation is not providing 
"moral leadership" on national 
issues, so he bought a billboard. 


"Dear Mom and Dad, Your 


silence is killing me. In South- 
east Asia, at home, on cam- 
pus," it reads. 


The Rev. Mr. Hobbie says he 


feels "there is a lack of involve- 
ment on the part of the older 
generation in critical issues." 


He says his generation needs 


to "get out of neutrality and 
apathy on issues creating such 
agony in the nation." 


While he thinks the United 


States should pull out of the 
war in Vietnam, he says the 
purpose of the sign was merely 
to encourage debate. 


It already has. 
The sign went up Saturday, 


and some members of his con- 
gregation expressed displeasure 
with the sign following Sun- 
day's services. 


He said the negative reaction 


came from those "who think 
that any debate or criticism is 
harmful to the government and 
is giving aid and support to the 
Communists." 
But 
on 
the 


whole, he says the church's 
membership appears to support 
his views. 


"I explained that I am trying 


to get the adult population in 
the United States to break their 
silence, break their 
lethargy 


and speak out on some of the 
issues," he said. 


The Rev. Mr. Hobbie says 


that the youth feel no leader- 
ship from adults on issues that 
concern hiv., and he says they 
"overreact" to situations. 


The poster came from a na- 


tional organization called the 
Clergy and Others Concerned 
About the War in Vietnam. 


The Re\. Mr. Hobbie and his 


associated 
pastor, Rev. Guy 


Delaney paid $125 for the bill- 
board out of their own pockets. 


"I've never done anything 


like this before," the pastor 
said. He also said the billboard 
space 
has been rented for 


a month, and that appears to 
be "long enough." 


Asks Church

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Sam J. Ervin Jr. moved today 
to knock out all language from 
a $1.5 billion school 
deseg- 


regation bill authorizing some 
of the money for Catholic and 
other religious schools. 


The North Carolina Demo- 


crat, considered one of the Sen- 
ate's leading constitutional ex- 
perts, contends such use of fed- 
eral money not only would viol- 
ate the First Amendment but 
be bad policy. 


His 
effort 
was 
not given 


much chance and neither were 
his other amendments aimed at 
busing plans used to deseg- 
regate Southern schools under 
court order. 


The bill, now in its second 


week of debate, would permit 
some of the money to be spent 
in religious schools on projects 
designed to lessen minority- 


group pupil isolation. 


The bulk of the funds, how- 


ever, would be allocated to 
lessen public school segrega- 
tion. 


Privately sponsors of the de- 


segregation bill say it would 
have been hard to get it out of 
committee without some provi- 
sion for Catholic schools. 


Ervin declared federal money 


for religious schools "is not 
only unconstitutional but it is 
tyrannical to tax Protestants 
and Jews to support Catholic 
schools.
